Ad-
vertising oirenlars, posters, eatidg, ote,,
to the number of several million have
alsp been distributed. Not less than
1,000,000 personul letters usking peo-
ple to buy seuls have been sent out.
It is estimaled that the army of
workers, nearly all of whom are vol-
unteers, engaged in selling the seals
numbers well over 500,000, The ad-
vertising and publicity donated to tne
campaigm amounts to severnl hondreed
thonsand dollars.
